6. The ARRL should increase its support of the National Traffic System 
and should quickly move on the recommendations of the National Emer- 
gency Response Planning Committee.

You have probably heard me complaining about the high RFI that has been plaguing me for a long time. I con- 
tacted Roy Womack KESLAW and Chris Guilbeaux of the LUS and they came out a few months back but could not 
locate my problem with the equipment they had then. Now, they have some really state- a test equipment. hey 
came out on Monday June 9th and made some checks. It looked like most of Bi 
the noise was originating on the power pole in my & 
back yard. As they would pan across the pole, the 
noise was very loud on their directional antenna and \ 
receiver. When they used the parabolic ultrasonic 
receiver, it would pick up the wind blowing the 
leaves (it was a little windy). The guys decided to 
make a round thru the neighborhood and see if any- 

‘ . thing else was radiating RFI, but to no avail. They 
wanted me to monitor the times it seemed to be the worst. 

: To me, it seemed that just before 
6:00 PM on 75 meters, the noise would 
show up and hang in there to around , 
8:00 PM, sometimes longer, some- 
times shorter. Being the wind was not 
obligating, they re-scheduled to come 
| out at another date. On Tuesday eve- 
Bey ning June 17th , Chris, Roy and Bob 


» and made some checks using their new 

equipment. Not a breeze in the air at 
this time. The 75 meter band was pretty quiet, no noise. I had mentioned that 
the three of them showing up may have scared the RFI into hiding and maybe 
if they faked leaving, it would return. After spending a couple of hours to see 
if it would eventually come back, it didn’t. The crew left, promising to come 
back later next week when the noise is present. 

As I predicted, the RFI was back on Wednesday night as strong as ever, 
making it difficult to hear some of the stations while calling the Gulf Coast 
Sideband Net on 3925 KHz. 

I do want to thank Roy, Chris, Bob and Lafayette Utilities System for hav- 
ing a well versed crew experienced in the field of tracking down RFI and I am 
sure they will eventually find my problem. 

Our club president Charlie Morrison KISXP, Bud Azar NSAN and Pat Son- 
nier WSWMU speak highly of these guys for solving their problems.

Quick and Easy Peach Cobbler 


(July is National Peach Month) 


1 cup flour 3/4 to 1 cup milk 

1 cup sugar 1 large can of sliced peaches 
1 1/2 tsp. baking powder 1 tsp. cinnamon (optional) 

1 stick butter 3 tbsp. sugar (optional) 
PREPARATION: 


Melt butter in a 2 quart casserole dish in 375° oven while combining 
flour, sugar, and baking powder. Add milk to the dry ingredients and stir 
until blended. 

(Method 1): Pour the batter into the melted butter; dribble peach juice 
into the mixture and add peaches. Sprinkle top with cinnamon and sugar. 
Bake 30 to 40 minutes at 375 degrees. 

(Method 2): Arrange peaches and juice in melted butter. Drizzle batter 
back and forth over fruit. Bake 30 to 45 minutes or golden brown.
